New York, July 24.—While thou-
| sands of clerks and department store
employes were hurrylng to thelir
work thls morning, Esther Norling,
a pretiy 20-year-old girl, was killed
by a shot from a revolver held in the

hand of Charles Warner, n former
employer, at !"artr-ﬂevuud und
Broadway.

The girl was with A, R. Rp1rer. and
the couple were entering a haber-
dasher's store, where both were em-
ployed, and the shooting took place.

Warner rushed through the throng
of pedestrians and killed her. The
sound of the shot and the fall of
the dead girl created a panlec, Hun-
dreds gathered about the corner and
began to throw bLricks and missiles
at the murderor,

Warner turned upon Spicer and
emptled his revolver at him, but
falled to Bit him. Then rushing at
him Warner struck the clerk over
the head with the butt of the gun
and knocked him down., Jumping
over the prostrate forms, Warner
disappeared into a near-by bullding.

In the excitement the Janitor
locked the door, preventing pursult,
and Warner escaped from the bulld-
and has not yel been eaptured,

After escaping from the bullding
Warner entered the store of John
Ing by way of a rear fire escape,
C. Wilson In Waverly place and
fatally shot him

JURY NOT TO CONVICT AT BE-
HEST OF MINE OWNERS.

Orchard Ts Denounced at the Muor-
derer of Steunenberg and 1s
Scored by Richardson,

Boise, ldaho, July 24.—Declaring
Harry Orchard was a maniae pos-
sessed with a lust for murder—a
desire to glut a disordered brain with
the blood of his fellow man—Attor-
ney B, F. Richardson, continuing hia
plea for the life of Willlam D. Hay-
wood, told the jury today that the
defense was ready and willing to ad-
mit that Orchard accomplished the
taking off of Governor Steunenberg
in the manner described by him on
the witness stand.

Orchard wag painted as & man who
fancied thore glory In apec-
tacular crime Day after day op-
portunity was offered to him to kill
Governor Steunenberg In compara-

Richurdson sssered that Orchard
bad a8 motive against Covernor Swu-
nenberg for the real or fancled loss
of his Interest in the Hercules mine
through belng driven out of the
Cosur d'Alenes

Of Orchard’s story of his many at-
tempis upon the lives of men sald
to have been marked for death by
the federation, Mr. Richardson sald
it was the most absurd thing on the
tace of the earth. He declared that
it wonld be a long time before the
faw would sanction a conviction on
such testimony as had been adduced
against Haywood and he pleaded
with the jury mot to put & halter
around the neck of his client "“at the
behest of the Mine Ownera' Associa-
tion and 1ts representatives.”

“The general argument of the
prosecution,” sald Mr. Richardson,
“seems to be that the Federation of
Miners stirred up things and the best
way to secure quiet is Lo hang these
leaders. If any one wants thisg
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there will have to be wholesale hang-
ings. The leaders of all factlons,
| political, religlous and Inbor, will all
| have to be put out of the way before
| quiet can be secured, and the law

prohibits tivs*”
